Upheld In 


Firing Aide 


Marin Municipal Court Clerk 
Edna Lemke was justified in 
firing a deputy clerk for in­ 
subordination and violating de­ 
partm ent 
rules, 
the 
Marin 
County Personnel Commission 
held yesterday. 
The commisison also found 
that charges of “stupid,” “dic­ 
tatorial” and “inhum an” work­ 
ing conditions leveled against 
Mrs. Lemke’s departm ent are 
“wholly untrue.” 
‘FULLY SUBSTANTIATED’ 
The personnel 
commission, 
headed by attorney Julius Sel- 
inger, ruled that grounds for 
dismissing Mrs. May Gentilly 
on June 5 “are sufficient and 
fully substantiated by substan­ 
tial evidence.” Thé commission­ 
ers unanimously affirmed the 
dismissal, denying Mrs. Gen- 
tilly’s request that she be al­ 
lowed to work until Aug. 1. 
Mrs. Gentilly was given a 
hearing before the commission 
last week. 
In dismissing Mrs. Gentilly, 
Mrs. Lemke gave these rea­ 
sons:

Mayor Urges Sausalito Use 
Parking Site For City Hall 


Sausalito’s 
Mayor 
Robert 
Goshen dropped a bombshell 
at a crowded city council meet­ 
ing last night with a sugges­ 
tion that the city abandon its 
plans for a parking lot “and 
use this fine piece of city land 
for a new city hall.” 
Goshen’s unexpected sugges­ 
tion came as the council pre­ 
pared to hold a public hearing 
on closing of Park street as 
part of a plan to enlarge the 
parking lot opposite the pres­ 
ent city hall. 
The mayor, showing some ir­ 
ritation at what he termed 


“erroneous reports that this is 
the 11th hour,” said the park­ 
ing proposal had been under 
discussion for 11 months. 
He said the object is to pro­ 
vide more parking area and 
that the 21-foot wide street 
would not be closed until a new 
street, 80 feet wide, was built 
paralleling Park street. 
In addition, Goshen said, the 
present El Portal “would not 
become a cul de sac as has been 
incorrectly 
c h a r g e d,” 
but 
would be extended to* connect 
with the new street, “thus 
creating 
a 
complete 
street 


around 
the 
whole 
parking 
area.” 
As he completed 
his re­ 
marks, the mayor complained, 
“it is so hard to do anything 
for this town,” then he added 
his comment about a new city 
hall. 
“Then,” he said, “if the mer­

space, they can roll up their 
sleeves and go to work on it.” 
City Manager Donald Duerr 
read a series of letters protest­ 
ing the proposed Park street 
closing.

Cost of 16 basic food items 
in Marin County is almost mid­ 
way between the California 
county offering the lowest food 
prices—Los Angeles—and that 
which has the highest food 
prices—Sierra. 


A study just released by the 
state 
Department 
of 
Social 
Welfare says the cost of these 
16 items in Marin is $42.92 a 
month for the arbitrary family 
group of one adult and 2*4 
children. This compares with 
$36.02 in Los Angeles County 
and $49.45 in Sierra County. 


USE OF STUDY 
The study coordinated by 
Mrs. Helen I. Stebbins will be 
used when benefits are appor­ 
tioned under the Aid to Needy 
Children program. 
The Marin County Welfare 
Department cooperated in the 
survey by pricing about 30 
items, its director, Miss Betty 
Presley, said. On May 1, the 
date selected for similar sur­ 
veys in the other counties, the 
local departm ent’s 
statistical 
clerk, Mrs. Elizabeth Espendo- 
la, made the rounds of six Ma­ 
rin County markets. 


The object was to price both 
chain stores and independent 
markets. Mrs. Espendola walk­ 
ed the aisles of Marin City 
Market, Purity Market in Mill 
Valley, Tamalpais Market in 
San Rafael, Mill Valley Market.

Harold Riede. attorney for 
the district, said: “All operat­ 
ing revenue (revenue from pay­ 
ment of water bills) must go 
to payoff bonded indebtedness 
according to state law.” How­ 
ever, he advised that “some 
be held back to maintain an 
operating surplus.” 
(Mrs. Fay Bios, secretary, 
said the district would have 
only $3,000 on hand to meet 
its payroll and any emergen­ 
cies if all bills due were paid. 
The board voted last night to 
leave unpaid sufficient bills to 
keep $13,000 on hand.) 
“Franzman told us we had 
reached the bottom of our 
funds for capital outlay two 
months ago. 
Everything paid 
out since has come out of op­ 
erating expenses,” Riede said. 
“Let’s face it,” interjected 
Gustafson, 
“we’re 
going to 
have to ask the voters of the 
district to shell out for a bond 
issue. But we don’t know just 
how much yet.” 
Representatives of the three 
improvement clubs promised 
to protest again if there is a 
recurrence of the water sys­ 
tem failure.

who are in shock. Nine-tenths 
of this group will die. 
But of all the victims of a 
closed coronary artery, how 
many die immediately? 
Dr. 
Milton Plotz, a clinical profes­ 
sor at New York’s Downstate 
Medical Center, Brooklyn, calls 
the 
statistics 
“inexpressibly 
confusing.” 
(Dr. Plotz surveyed most of 
the 
statistical 
studies 
and 
comes up with a range of fig­ 
ures that show that from 3 
per cent to 51 per cent of the 
patients die immediately.) 
The concensus appears to be 
that about a fifth will die with­ 
in a week and at least one care­ 
ful study of 417 patients sup­ 
ports this. 
What are your chances of 
dying quickly from a heart at­ 
tack? Although women have 
fewer attacks, they are more 
likely to die from them be­ 
cause they usually occur later 
in life. 
In general, younger men are 
more severely struck than old­ 
er men. This may be because in 
the older man, nature may 
have built a protection for him. 
The coronary arteries which 
feed the heart may have been 
slowly clogged with fat. This 
stimulates the body to grow 
new, bypass arteries to the 
heart. When the artery finally 
closes^ with a blood clot, the 
other arteries keep feeding the 
heart. A young man’s body may 
not have had enough time to do 
this. 
There is no doubt that life 
for the victim of a heart attack, 
on the average, is shortened. 
The Mutual Life Insurance Co. 
of New York studied 1,500 
heart attack victims and came 
up with the following table 
of life expenctancy, reproduc­ 
ed by Dr. Plotz:

33.4 yrs.

These figures are averages. 
Individuals 
may 
live 
much 
longer. 
As for disability, the chances 
are 
good that one-third 
of 
these surviving victims will be 
able to return to their normal 
activity. 
About a third, according to 
another study, must return to 
light activity, another third 
must be partially bedridden. 
Six per cent of all victims are 
bedridden for the rest of their 
lives. 
What about a second attack? 
Dr. Plotz says the chances of 
this are overwhelming. The 
question is: When? (New York 
Herald Tribune News Service)

Public May See Fascinating 
Working Model Of Bay 


One of the most fascinating studies 
being conducted in the United States is 
going on in an old Army Engineers 
warehouse in Sausalito. And it’s avail­ 
able for the public to see. 
We refer to the $400,000 model of 
San Francisco Bay which has just been 
completed and is now in process of test­ 
ing before the studies themselves are 
undertaken. 
The model is only part of a 2 
mil­ 
lion dollar, five-year study of the Bay 
area being undertaken by the engineers. 
But it is the part that the public can 
most easily see and understand. 
Made of concrete to scale, the whole 
bay stretches-over an acre, with all the 
coves and inlets, channels and shallows 
faithfully reproduced. You can see how 
Corte Madera creek dumps into the bay; 
where the boat channel goes up Rich­ 
ardson's Bay; how the south tower of 
Golden Gate Bridge perches on the edge 
of the deepest channel anywhere in the 
area, and how the ocean stretches out­ 
ward across the sand bar where the 
government spends hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars a year so ships can get 
into San Francisco Bay. 
Over the whole system water flows 
just as it does in the bay. Tides come 
and go, speeded up so that it only tak^s 
14.4 minutes for a complete 24-hour 
tidal cycle. Streams and rivers carry 
fresh water into the model: the ocean 
will be salt water when the tests are un­ 
der way. 
Of course all this money was not 
spent just to provide entertainment. The 
Engineers spend two million dollars per 
year in dredging projects in the bay 
area. If they can learn enough about

sediment deposits from the model to cut 
that bill just 10 per cent, they will pay 
for the model in two years. 
And of course that is not all. Studies 
will be made of flood conditions. Why 
did Tamalpais Valley flood so easily and 
what can be done to prevent it? Does 
Corte Madera creek need straightening 
or are other considerations causing 
problems in Kentfield? Plus many more. 
And too, the model is designed to 
check what would happen if the barriers 
are built in the bay. Will the Reber Plan 
work? What would the affect be of a 
barrier across the mouth of San Pablo 
Bay? What about other barrier plans? 
Alterations in the bay model already 
have been constructed and can be in­ 
stalled simply by removing certain sec­ 
tions of the model and replacing them. 
Thus constructions in the bay are in­ 
stalled as called for by the various plans. 
Will the water behind Reber's dams be 
usable? Would any bay barrier allow 
the mouth of San Francisco Bay to fill 
up? These and hundreds of other ques­ 
tions can be at least partially answered 
by the model. 
It appears to us that the Engineers’ 
bay model is one of the most imaginative 
and constructive development in long 
range pfenning this area has ever seen. 
It has some drawbacks and it can’t an­ 
swer some questions. But it can go a 
long way toward finding many solutions. 
The Engineers will welcome you if 
you wish to see the model in action. 
Weekdays and Saturdays it is open from 
9 a.m. to 4 p.m. and, starting next Sun­ 
day, from noon to 4 p.m. on Sundays. 
Guides will be available to tell you all 
about it.

WASHINGTON (W — T h e 
United States is building a 
new Army—one capable of 
fighting atomic as well as 
conventional wars. The re­ 
vamping of the Army is so 
extensive that a new word 
has been coined to describe 
its results—pentomic. 


The new Army packs pow­ 
er undreamed of before the 
advent of the atom as a de­ 
structive force. The Army 
says it has “more than five” 
different weapons capable of 
delivering atomic firepower 
with ranges from a few thous­ 
and yards to scores of miles. 
Gen. Maxwell R. Taylor, 
chief of staff, has said that 
through the use of guided 
missiles, the Army “now has 
a firepower range that is 14 
times greater than that of 
World War II." 


THE PENTOMIC Army is 
one consisting of divisions or­ 
ganized into five combat units 
equipped with atomic weap­ 
ons. Each will be capable of 
quick movement, even by air, 
and of operating w'dely dis­ 
persed from its companion 
units as. it would have to do

to avoid nuclear destruction. 
Each will be administratively 
self-contained. • 
The old Army division was 
composed of three regiments, 
fighting in closely knit for­ 
mations under tight control 
from division headquarters. 


THE GENERALS and the 
civilians who boss them have 
been working on the pentomic 
Army for 12 years. They have 
had to overcome age-old bar­ 
riers that long have limited 
and retarded m ilitary land 
operations. They have not 
progressed evenly, but they 
have moved forward in many 
areas — firepower,

Taylor said the Army has 
a guided missile that “will be 
able to destroy whole form a­ 
tions of hostile bombers."

Fire Chiefs to Furl Their Brows

Not even a sparkler will be 
legally displayed in most of 
Marin during the Fourth of 
July celebration tomorrow. 
Marin County and Novato 
Fire Districts and all cities in 
Marin except one (Sausalito) 
have stringent laws against 
all fireworks. The county and 
Novato 
laws ban 
anything 
that creates a noise or fire. 
This 
includes 
even 
the 
sparkler, which most people 
consider harmless. 
But if you simply must 
dem onstrate your patriotism 
on Independence Day by set­ 
ting off fireworks in the tra­ 
ditional manner, you can buy 
them at the pest exchange 
patio at Hamilton Air Force 
Base and in Sausalito. 
Boy Scout Troop 27 of 
Hamilton has set up a booth 
for sale of sparklers, pin 
wheels, flares, shooting stars 
and skyrockets—most every­ 
thing that doesn’t explode, 
the so-called “safe and sane” 
fireworks. 
Sausalito Lions Club, took 
a big ad in the Independent- 
Journal which described their 
sale as the “biggest selection 
of 
fireworks in 
California 


All 
these 
fireworks 
are 
banned by the Marin County 
and 
Novato 
Fire 
District 
laws. Even transporting fire­ 
works is technically illegal. 
But the Novato and county 
laws don’t apply within city 
limits or on the air base. 
In both the Hamilton and 
Sausalito 
sales, 
purchasers 
are supposed to restrict their 
f i r e w o r k s celebrations to 
special compounds set aside 
for the Fourth. 
In Sausalito it is the Shell 
Beach area. At Hamilton, it is 
in the Fourth Air Force area. 
Neither County Fire Chief 
Charles Reilley nor Novato 
Chief George Cavallero are 
too happy with the sales at 
Hamilton and Sausalito.

never works, said Reilley. It 
makes enforcem ent more dif­ 
ficult in the areas where fire­ 
works are illegal. 
Reilley said he would ask 
the district attorney to write 
a letter to the Hamilton Field 
officials advising them of the 
county laws and asking them 
to halt the fireworks sale.

Facts Of Disarmament Theories 
Should Be Told For Public Discussion 


D a v e 
Garroway 
defines 
ambition as a quality that’s 
bound to get you to the top— 
unless the boss has sons-in- 
law. 


There are many signs that 
while Gov. Stassen does have 
a mandate to negotiate in 
London, it is thin and weak 
and tentative. 
T h e negotiator o f a iYy 
treaty is, of course, in the po­ 
sition of not being entirely 
certain that the Senate will 
ratify what he may agree to. 
But GoV. Stassen’s position is 
unusually precarious. He has 
the administration united be­ 
hind him only in the sense 
that the President has made 
a 
ruling 
which 
must 
be 
obeyed, not in the sense that 
the opposition has been con­ 
vinced and won over. The 
high 
officials who 
do not 
want an agreement at this 
time are being formally cor­ 
rect. in not challenging the 
President’s policy. But their 
real feelings ooze out in every 
direction, and exerting a pow­ 
erful influence in Congress 
and in the press. 


What has happened, I be­ 
lieve, is that the great under­ 
lying issues of policy, which 
must in the end be decided by 
public debate, have been de­ 
bated in secret within the 
administration, and have de­ 
cided but have not been set­ 
tled. 
The underlying issues turn 
on whether, if an enforceable 
agreem ent to limit armaments 
could be reached, it would be 
wise to make the agreement. 
The really important opposi­ 
tion 
is 
among those 
who 
think that an agreem ent to 
limit armaments, even though 
enforceable, would be unde­ 
sirable. The President has 
ruled against them, and has 
taken the position that if an 
enforceable agreement can be 
r e a c h e d , t h e agreem ent 
should be made. 
It is a pity that the case of 
the opposition was not debat­ 
ed publicly before the nego­ 
tiations began in London. It 
may well become necessary 
to debate the case before the 
negotiations 
can 
go 
much 
further. It is not realistic to 
assume, as the President does, 
that the whole problem is 
whether the Russians will 


agree to some arrangem ent 
that they will not be able to 
violate. 
There are, it would seem, 
two principal objections to 
making an agreement. 
The first is that to suspend 
testing would be to sacrifice 
advantages that we now have 
an^l others that we expect to 
obtain in the future.

The second of the princi­ 
pal objections is that any 
agreement, however limited 
technically, in a m atter of 
such critical importance as 
nuclear weapons will have a 
profound influence on all the 
great issues which divide the 
world. An effect of the meet­ 
ing at the summit in 1955 at 
Geneva was to downgrade the 
international importance of 
issues like the division of 
Germany. 
A n y 
substantial 
agreement now which covers 
the ultim ate weapons of mod­ 
ern war, will have a similar, 
perhaps a larger, downgrad­ 
ing effect. 
W hether this would be a 
good thing or a bad one is the 
r e a l l y debatable question. 
Does the downgrading of is­ 
sues like the division of Ger­ 
many, of Korea, of Viet Nam, 
like the rivalry in the Middle 
East, like the withdrawal of 
the Soviet Army from East­ 
ern Europe, mean that these 
problems

solved? Or does it mean that 
they will all be solved in the

No one knows for certain 
and it is foolish to be dog­ 
matic. The future is not un­ 
der our control.

Old Blacksmith Shop 
Razed In San Rafael 


An old San «Rafael black­ 
smith shop, built about 1875 
and held for three generations 
in one family came crumbling 
down today to make way for 
a modern drive in cleaning es­ 
tablishment.

Still Make 


Bamboo Rods 


By ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Yes, Junior, once upon a 
time they made the best fish 
poles out of wood. 
As a matter of fact they still 
do. Not many, maybe, but a 
handful of the craftsmen are 
still in business. 
Of the great names of the 
tradition-hailowed craft, these 
five at least are still active, 
comparatively speaking: The 
Charles F. Orvls Co., the H. L. 
Leonard Co., Andrew Kull, E. 
F. Payne and the Thomas Rod 
Co. 


4,000 A YEAR 
Altogether, these five make 
perhaps 4,000 split bamboo 
rods a year, and the Orvis firm 
makes three-fourths of the 
total. Leonard turns out about 
450, Payne 200, Thomas about 
150, and Kull fewer than 50 
and those mostly for the chil­ 
dren and grandchildren of old 
clients. 
With some 22 million fisher­ 
men around, this means that 
precious few of them stand 
much chance of ever seeing a 
real live Leonard or a Kull 
bamboo in action, to say noth­ 
ing of owning one. Owning one 
involves the expenditure of up 
to about $200, but in most 
cases that’s hardly the prob­ 
lem. 


OPENS SHOP 
The 
Orvis 
firm 
recently 
opened a shop at its Vermont 
home and now you can stop in 
and buy yourself a rod even if 
you’re nobody. 
Many of the best bamboos, 
however, were built to order, 
to the physique, desires and 
even disposition of its pros­ 
pective owner. The production 
of such instruments doesn’t 
lend itself to mass techniques. 


SUPPLY SHORT 
And the supply of tonkin 
cane, without which many of 
the old craftsmen wouldn’t 
touch plane to wood, has vir­ 
tually disappeared as far as 
the western world is con­ 
cerned. It grew only in a small 
area near Canton. 
Some of the rodmakers man­ 
aged to round up a supply be­ 
fore the—excuse the expres­ 
sion—bamboo curtain fell. Or­

Week estimated recently, could 
make as many as 3,000' rods 
a year for 20 years.

TEHRAN, Iran (IP)—Rescue 
workers came across the bodies 
of 400 victims in two earth­ 
quake-devastated 
villages 
in 
northern Iran today. The dis­ 
covery 
boosted the 
over-all 
death toH to 750. More than 
3,000 persons are missing. 
The rescue workers uncover­ 
ed the victims in the villages 
of Tighband 
and 
Sangchal. 
They had not been listed in 
previous reports. 
Property losses were also 
huge from yesterday’s quakes 
ranging over a 500-mile arc in 
northern Iran extending up to 
the Soviet border. 
The quakes spread death and 


damage over the Elburz Moun­ 
tain range, along the Caspian 
Sea’s southern edge and up to 
the Soviet border on both 
sides of the sea. 
Iranian officials estimated 
the property loss at more than 
12*4 million dollars. 
They put the number of ser­ 
iously injured at 1,500. 
More than 100 villages were 
described by officials as wiped 
out and nearly 50 more parti­ 
ally damaged.

GTs Parents

GI accused by the French of 
killing an Algerian vowed yes­ 
terday to “fight against any 
trial in a French court.” 
The soldier, SP/3c DeWayne 
McOsker, 21, could be senten­ 
ced to the guillotine if convict­ 
ed by a French court. He was 
handed over to French authori­ 
ties Saturday night under the 
status of forces agreement be­ 
tween France and the United 
States. 


McOsker. a cook, is accused 
of killing the Algerian in a dis­ 
pute over payment for two car­ 
tons of American cigarettes 
that McOsker sold him. 
The GI’s mother, Mrs. Les­ 
ter McOsker, of Manhasset, 
said her son had never been 
in any trouble before. 
“I’m 
worried,” she said. 
“I can’t 
believe a thing like this ever 
happened.” 


Yesterday the McOskers re­ 
tained two American attorneys. 
One, James Fletcher, said the 
fate of his client may not be 
determined until the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court rules in a similar 
case involving GI William Gir­ 
ard. 
In Paris, Army officials in­ 
dicated they would seek to 
have jurisdiction in the Mc­ 
Osker case returned to the 
United States.

Big Explosion 
Observed On 
Face Of Sun 


ROME OP — Another giant 
explosion on the face of the 
sun was observed today. Scien­ 
tists described it as “one of the 
most powerful ever seen.” 
The Swedish-operated obser­ 
vatory on the Isle of Capri 
noted the explosion at 8:22 
a.m. immediately flashed word 
to the European headquarters 
of the International Geophysi­ 
cal Year in Holland. 
Officials there said the Ca­ 
pri observation was the first 
to be made in Europe of this 
latest in a series of solar ex­ 
plosions which began June 28.

Sweeny divorced her in 1953 
on grounds of her adultery 
with playboy diplomat Porfirio 
Rubirosa. 
In 1954 she was married to 
Jaime Ortiz Patino, heir to a 
billion-dollar Bolivian tin for­ 
tune. Their life together last­ 
ed only 49 days and was fol­ 
lowed by three years of suits 
and countersuits across Eu­ 
rope.

MOSCOW UP — The Soviet 
Communist Party warned its 
seven million members today 
it will not permit discussion of 
diverse opinion on Red doc­ 
trine. 
An article and a front page 
editorial in Pravda said there is 
no place in the Soviet Commu­ 
nist Party for support or even 
discussion of any question in 
opposition to Marxism-Lenin­ 
ism. 
‘NOT DISCUSSION CLUB’ 
“The Communist Party is 
not a discussion club,” Pravda 
said. “It is a militant organiza­ 
tion of working people.” 
Thus, added the official par­ 
ty newspaper, the party can­ 
not admit “that under the dis­ 
guise of freedom of criticism 
or expression of opinions” sub­ 
jects 
contrary 
to 
Marxist- 
Leninist principles should be 
discussed 
in 
rallies, 
party 
meetings or the party press. 
WON’T FOLLOW CHINA 
The articles indicate the So­ 
viet Communist Party will not 
open itself up to the sort of 
criticism invited by the Com­ 
munists in China, encouraged 
to open discussion by Mao Tze- 
tung’s dictum on letting “a 
hundred flowers bloom.” 
Peiping itself has indicated 
recently that such criticism got 
out of hand. It has been de­ 
nouncing critics of the party as 
rightists. The Chinese experi­ 
ment had raised hopes among 
anti-Stalinists elsewhere, par­ 
ticularly in Poland, that the 
way might be opened to some 
measure of freedom of discus­ 
sion. 
P r a v d a 
demanded strict 
unity within party ranks. It 
warned against factions which 
might seek the return of the 
“cult of personality,” the cur­ 
rent Communist description of 
Stalin-like one-man rule.

(A) He could be mentally 
retarded. Or he might be handi­ 
capped, through having receiv­ 
ed a brain injury. The third 
possibility is a severe emotion­ 
al disorder. Have him studied 
carefully by a psychologist, a 
neurologist, and a psychiatrist. 
Then have the specialists con­ 
sult together, and give you a 
diagnosis. 


(Q) “I have a 
16-year-old 
daughter. In most ways she’s 
a lovely girl. Our problem is 
that she thinks we criticize her 
friends too much. She says she 
has nice friends. But they seem 
too wild to us. How do other 
parents cope with their chil­ 
dren’s teen-age friends?” 
— G.M. 
(A) We all have the same 
problem. Our sons and daugh­ 
ters must choose their own 
friends. 
We can’t do it for 
them. 
They’re sure to make 
some mistakes. 
We parents 
should be alert. I suggest:

You’ll only arouse re­ 
sentment.

You see many different kinds of birds in your yard at 
this time of the year, but how about having one in your room? 
You can make this little bird and also his cage. You will 
need some sod$ straws, two paper plates, and a picture of a 
bird. Before we go on, let us thank Mrs. Marjorie Lawrence 
of Richmond, Va., for sending this to us. Her TRY IT book is 
on its way. Make your cage by punching holes the size of the 
straws about one inch apart all the way around the plate. 
Match the holes in the top plate with those in the bottom. 
Run 20-inch lengths of thread through the straws and 
pull them out through the holes in the top and bottom of the 
plate. When you have the straws strung, add the bird. Cut out 
the bird picture and paste him to a straw perch. Run a string 
through the straw and up through the tail of the bird, then 
use a darning needle to run the string in the center of the 
top plate. Tie the ends in a knot. After the straws are thread­ 
ed, pull the ends of the thread through the plate holes and 
tie in a knot at the top and bottom. You can paint the cage if 
you like.
